T Ht good Lady, who had all Reve- 
rence for her Confeſſor, and was all Obe- 
dience to her Guide, was eaſily prevail'd 
with to alter her purpoſe ; but being un- 
der ſome Ties and Engagements to her Son, 
in their common Deſigus at Weſtminſter, 
nothing could be done without his Con- 
ſent, which ſhe was nice in asking. The 
ſame Perſon that gave the Advice, under- 
took this nice and invidious Employment, 
and being guarded with the Princeſſes 
Letters, he apply'd to the King with fo 
much Prudence and D-xterity, that he 
obtain'd his Conſent for altering her De- 
ſign. The King's + Letter is yet extant 
to that purpoſe, and it is a very tender and 
affectionate one, dated, Grenewtche, Ju- 
ly 15, the Year is not mention'd, but it 
muſt have been towards the Concluſion of 
his Reign, for he was then declining, 
and his Sight ſo much appayr d, or he ſo 
unfit for ſuch buſineſs, that he proteſts, 
on his Faith, he had been three days, or 
he could make an end of his Letter, and 

yet 
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yet it is not over-long. This as it gave 


occaſion to Chriſt's College, ſo it was 


the firſt Step towards the Foundation of 
St John's. 


S A E had been ſollicited by ſome Men 
of Character of the other Univerſity, to 
place her remaining Charities upon Ox- 


ford, who pointed out to her S* Frideſ- Lib. Rub. 


wid's Priory, as an eaſy Way, and large 
Field for ſuch a Foundation,and had gone 
ſo far with their conſtant Importunity and 
unwearied Perſuaſions, that ſhe had been 
determin'd to that place, had not the ſame 
200d Biſhop, who influenc'd her Devotion 
moſt, interven'd, and by more powerſul 
Arguments, and particularly by pointing 
out the melancholy State and diſſolute 
Lives of the Brethren of Old St John's 
Houſe, had turn'd her thoughts back up- 
on Cambridge, and fo St Frideſwid's was 
re{erv'd for the like or greater A 
ſoon after undertaken by Cardinal Wolſey, 
upon the Ruins of that Priory. 


SURELY theBrethren of this Houſe, 
muſt have been under ſome fatal Blind- 
neſs, or given up by Providence to Infa- 
tuation for their Sins; otherwiſe, they 

could

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could not have ruſht thus blindly upon 
their own Ruine. Could they have ſeen, 
they had the Fate of a Religious Houſe, 
brought home to their own doors, in the 
Nunns of St Radegund, who for the like 
Crimes, that they were now guilty of, 
were ſuppreſs'd and diſſolv d, and a Col- 
lege erected upon their Fall: This was 
yet of recent Memory, and an Inſtance 
almoſt glaring before their eyes. Theſe 
looſe Votaries or their Children might 
be yet living, and could have told them, 
what had befaln that Houſe, for their 
diſſolute living; and to be guilty of ſuch 
Looſneſs, after ſo late a Caution, was to 
provoke or defy their own Ruin, and was 
certainly the utmoſt Height of Iiifatua- 
tion. | 


ANp yet ſo it was; great Exeeſſes 
were charg'd upon them, whereof they 
were too guilty ; and tho I cannot doubt, 
but their Guilt was aggravated, yet they 
were certainly very diſſolute in their 


Lives, and prodigal in their Expences, 


not in Charity or Hoſpitality, which 
they were oblig'd to by their Rule and 
Order, but in Exceſs and Riot, and in 
gratifying their on ſinful Luſts. Vw 

© "> : thele 
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theſe Expences could not be maintain'd 
by their Ordinary Revenues and Annual 
Income, the Moveables of their Houſe 
were ſold or pawi d, nor were their Sa- 
cred Veſſels {par'd, or indeed longer Sa- 
cred, but were ſold and proſtituted with 
their other Furniture ; and when theſe 
would not fatisfie (as nothing is enough 
for Luſt and Riot) their Lands and 
ſettled Eſtates were at laſt alienated or 
engag'd for large Summs of Money, as

than all their Lands being ſold, were 
really worth; which for a good reaſon J 
cannot believe, becauſe they had not 
then been worth their taking. | 


So far they had gone, and ſo deep 
they were involv'd, that they ſeem to 
have been at a ſtand, and did not well 
know how to make further Advances ; 
but their laſt Stores and Funds being 
exhauſted ,, and their Credit ſunk, the 
Miſter and Brethren were diſpers'd, Hoſ- 
pitality and the Service of GOD (the 
two Great Ends of their Inſtitution ) 


were equally neglected, and in effect the 


Houſe was abandon d.

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T x15 being the Condition of the 
Old Houſe, in a manner diſolved alrea- 
dy by its own Crimes, the beſt thing that 
could be done for it, was to diſſolve it 


by Authority, and to ingraft a College : 


upon the old Stock, that might bring 
forth better Fruit. The firſt thing to be 
had towards this, was, the Conſent of 
the Biſhop of Ely, both as reputed Foun- 
der and undoubted Dioceſan : The pre- 


ſent Biſhop was James Stanley, Son of | 


the late Earl of Derby ; who being Son- 
in-Law to the Foundreſs, and probably 
promoted by her Intereſt to that See, 
ou worſt thing ſhe ever did) his Con- 
ent was eaſily had.

It was Founded 
by King Henry III. and conſiſted of a 
Maſter and three Regular Brethren, pro- 
feſſed according to the Order of the 
Holy Croſs, and of two Secular Clerks, 


to celebrate for the good Eſtate of the

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King their Founder. Upon the Death 
of a Maſter, the Brethren were to chooſe 
one of their own Body, to be preſented 
to the King for his Conſent, and after- 
wards to be inſtituted by the Archbiſhop. 
In proceſs of time, one Robert Darrell 
was choſe Maſter, two of the Brethren 
die, afterwards RobertDarrell the Maſter 
dies on the 2o0:þ of May in the 2cth 
Year of Edward IV. and the third Bro- 
ther likewiſe dying ſoon after, and the 
two Seculars departing from the Houſe, 
it became deſolate and diſſolv'd on the 
ſixth of June, in the 224 of that King 
(and ſo continued to the ſeventh of 
Henry VIII.) and the ſeveral Kings in 
Succeſſion, by their Letters Patent, com- 
mitted the Cuſtody of it to ſecular Per- 
ſons. King Henry VIII. in the fixth 
Year of his Reign Feb. 16. committed 
the Cuſtody of it, to John Underhill 
Clerk, for Term of his Life ; but in the 
ſeventh Year of his Reign March 10.

upon it, I can be pretty poſitive; and 
this J mention, to excite thoſe of other 
Houſes to look into their Foundations, 
and not to fit down under common Mi- 

ſtakes and vulgar Opinions. 
I HAVE no Fondneſs or Partiality for 
the preſent College, nor do I enjoy ſuch 
Ad vantages from it, as to tempt me to 
deviate from the Truth ; and I do here 
declare, that I have more regard to our 
Founders and Benefactors that are dead 
and gone, then I have to the preſent 
College now living. But one thing I 
have to ſay for it (elſewhere ſhewn more 
at large) before I take my leave of it, 
that as no Houſe has undergone greater 
Turns and Varieties of Fortune, ſo no 
one has been more true to Orthodox 
Principles, then this has been. To pals 
by King Henry VIIPs Reign when things 
were fluctuating, and it was hard to 
know, what was Truth ; under King 
Edward VI. they were no where more 
warm for the Reformation, under two 
Reforming Maſters Dr. Bill and Mr. Lea- 
ver, then they were at St 7ohn's, and 
Ss as 


as in purſuance hereof, more Fellows 
were ejected in Queen Mary's Reign, 
then perhaps from any other Society in 
either Univerſity, ſo upon their Return 
under Queen Eligabeth, they brought 
back with them the ſame Principles 
(only with a Tincture of Geneva) and 
were no where more noted for their 
Zeal. Witneſs the Pilkingtons, the 
Leavers, Cartwrights, and Fulks, Names 
well known in the Hiſtory of the Re- 
formation. That Tincture wore off: 
Under King Charles I. they were Or- 
thodox and Regular, and ſuffer'd very 
deeply for their Principles of Loyalty 
and Religion, but tho' the Maſter and 
better half of the Fellows were then 
ejected, and the College was under Force 
and Violence almoſt twenty Years, yet 
that Force was no ſooner remov'd, but 
the Principles return'd with the Return 
of their Profeſſors, and they were the 
ſame Men they were before. In one 
Word, when the Nation was again a2 
larum'd with the Fears of Popery, no 
College expreſt a greater Abhorrence of 
that Religion, or more Readineſs to 
ſuffer, had there been occaſion. Of
